The bruised body of Miss Stevens, who 
was 40 years old, was found in the muck 
of a cofferdam in thé river early yesterday 
morning. The manner in which it was found 
practically precludes the possibility of the 
theory first edvanced—that the woman was 
a suicide. Whether Miss Stevens was mur- 
dered or lost her life while fleecing from a 
real or imaginary enemy, the police can only 
conjecture, 


Affected by Hollister Murder. 

A significant as well as a pathetic feature 
of the case is that Miss Stevens had been 
driven to the verge of insanity through brood- 
ing over the murder of Mrs. Bessie Hol- 
lister, one of her closest friends and a fel- 
low member of the choir of Wesley church. 

Her mind in the last few’ weeks had reached 
such a state that her one idea was that 
she was to be attacked as was Mrs. Hollis- 
ter. Her friends now believe that if she 
was not murdered she fell into the coffer- 
dam while trying to escape some one—perhaps 
imaginary—who she de. intended to at- 
tack her. 


Placed on Car by Bartender. 

One clew, that a strange man had offered to 
direct Mise Stevens to a car for the south 
side, and that he might have been responsible 
for her fate, was cleared late at night when 
Henry Keim, a bartender, voluntarily went 
to the police and told them he was the mys- 
teriou man. He said he walked with her 
south’ in Halsted street to Washington street 


phone her mother and notify her she was on 
the way home. appearance of Keim 
only deepened the mystery. He was not 
held. 

The police do not think she could have had 
suicide im view when she gave Keim the mes- 
sage to her mother, which, however, was hot 
delivered. 


Bridge Constructor Finds Body.

temporary structure about which a new 
bridge is being built across the river at Hal- 
Sted street and discovered Miss Stevens’ 
body. Edward Healy, a bridge constructor, 
first saw the body. 

With several companions Healy climbed 
over separating pilings and stringers to the 
temporary dam. There, in the thick muck 
and slime, lying face downward upon the 
surface, was the woman's body. There was 
no water in the box-ike dam, its muddy 
bottom had not been disturbed by the slight- 
est struggle, and the huddled manner in 
which the body was lying indicated, at first 
glance, that the body had been thrown there, 
The hands were lying loosely across the 
woman’s back and her feet were outstretched. 

Nearly fifty feet away and with much 
timber and débris between were found Miss 
Stevens’ pocketbook and back comb. In the 
pocketbook there was 8 cents. The discovery 
of her watch in a fold of her garments showed 
that robbery was not the motive of the at- 
tack, if there was one. 

The fact that there was not the slightest 
disturbance of the haif hardened contents of 
the dam in which her body was found is 


| taken as evidence that the woman was un- 


conscious when she fell or was thrown into 
the death trap. 
Story Told by Watchman. 


body O. J. Hogobaum, a watchman employed 
by the Crescent Coal company at the place 
where Miss Stevens met her death, identified 
it as that of a woman who had inquired a di- 
rection of him about 10 o’clock the night be- 
fore. 

The watchman said he was standing near 
the river when the woman, whom he now rec- 
ognized as Miss Stevens, walked nervously 
up to him and asked where to get a car to 
Thirty-ninth and Halsted streets. Hogobaum 
said he was about to reply when another man 
approached and interrupted him. 

“ Why, I just told you how to get to Thirty- 

ninth and Halsted streets, the man is quoted 
as saying, disregarding the watchman. 
Then, according to Hogobaum, he took hold 
of Miss Stevens’ arm, saying he would show 
her how to go toa car south in Haisted street. 
That was the last the watchman saw of the 
woman. 

The man whom Hogobaum referred to un- 
doubtedly is Keim, the bartender. 

Identified by Choirmaster. . 

A short time later the police succeeded in 
identifying the body as that of Miss Stevens. 
The mother of the woman had reported her 
disappearance to the police Wednesday night, 
and an examination of the description in the 
police records caused a visit to the Stevens 
home. 

By a strange coincidence it fell to the lot of 
George Congdon, choirmaster at the Wesley 
Methodist church, to identify the body of Mises 
Stevens, just as he identified the body of her 
friend, Mrs. Hollister, nearly two years ago. 
Mrs. Hollister's body was found near the 
Congdon residence, 348 Belden avenue. 

“Yes, that is Jennie, said Mr. Congdon. 
„It looks as if she had met the fate that she 
feared so much.“ 

Through the choir leader it was learned 
that Miss Stevens was compelled to give up 
her work as organist at the church last 

ter morning because of the condition of 
r nerves, brought on by meditating upon 
the murder of Mrs. Hollister. 


Glight Bruises on the Body. 

Shortly after the identification ne 
Physician Rinehart conducted a post- mor 
tem examination of the body at the under. 
taking rooms, 604 Noble street. This exam- 
ination disclosed two distinct cuts on the 
skull, a wound on the left temple, another 
wound upon the nose, a cut on the chin, and 
severe bruises upon the legs. The woman 
had not been mistreated, however, as was 
feafed at first.

THRILLING DASH AT END. | 


Spurt from Nantucket to Sandy Hook 
Light Makes Mariners Gasp. 


New York, Oct. 11, 2 a..m.—[Special. I The 
turbine steamship Lusitania is queen of the 
seas. It finished its second run to this port 
at 1:17 o’clock this morning and anchored 
near the Sandy Hook lightship, waiting until 
sunrise before entering the harbor through 
the Ambrose channel. 

The Lusitania made the voyage from 

Daunt’s rock across the Atlantic in four 
days nineteen hours forty minutes, clipping 
nearly six hours off the time for its first trip. 
The Lusitania is the first four day boat to 
cros@ from land to land and now holde all 
the records of the western ocean. 
Shortly before 1 o'clock, at 12:54, to be ex- 
act, the marine observer stationed at Sandy 
Hook first made out the masthead Hghte of 
the steamer. The Lusitania wae traveling 
fast. All lights were shining on board, and 
it was evident that interest in the passage 
was great among the passengers and 
they were staying up to learn exactly by how 
much the record had been. beaten. 

The pilot who will bring the record breaker 
up the Ambrose channel went atpard at 1:50 
a. m., and at 2:05 a. m. the Lusitania dropped 
anchor outside the bar. 


Every Ocean Record Smished. 


The Lusitania left Daunt's Rock at 10 
o'clock last Sunday morning, or 5:37 a. m. 
New York time. If it traveled over the same 
course it has averaged well over twenty-four 
knots all the way across, an unprecedented 
feat in ocean travel. 

The Lusitania made a run of 608 miles one 
day and 617 the next, and averaged for the 
best day’s run 24.76 knots. These two runs 
wipe out the record held by the Deutschland 
of 601 miles and an average of 24.19 knots 
For the entire voyage the Lusitania has set- 
tled the question of supremacy that has 
troubled the supporters of the Deutschland 


and Kaiser Wilhelm II. The Deutschland 


ran from New York to Plymouth in 5 days 7 
hours and 38 minutes, averaging 28.51 knots, 
but the Kaiser Wilhelm II. on a voyage to 
Cherbourg averaged, it is said, 23.58 knots. 

The last day’s run of the Lusitania appar- 
ently was the fastest of the trip of the big 
turbiner. 

Majestic Picture in Action. 

The Lusitania was 831 miles east of Sandy 
Hook at 11 o'clock yesterday morning, and 
passed the Nantucket lightship. 

It was daylight and the wireless was not 
needed. A string of flags was run up on the 
steamer which the men on the lightship read, 
“All well. Win reach the bar at 1:18. 

The steamer was so close to the grim old 
lightship that passengers could be seen 
crowding against the rails, and as the steam 
whistle on the lightship sounded a te 
handkerchiefs were waved and the big siren 
on the Lusitania sounded three screeches in 
salute. A shower of spray was spurting high 
up its cutwater, smoke was rolling out of all 
four funnels and blackening the sky far 
down to leeward, while its wake stretched 
miles astern. 

The sea was smooth, the weather clear, and 
the wind light from the eastward, but, al- 
though the breeze was astern, the Lusitania 
left a trail of smoke as if it were speeding 
against a hurricane. It was sunset as the 
Lusitania passed, and at 6 o'clock the lights 
in its after cabin disappeared into the dark- 
ness.

Honors of First Record. 

With the Lusitania’s trip the Cunard line 
and England capture from Germany the 
eagerly sought record for possessing the 
fleetest ship on the Atlantic. The Hamburg- 
American liner Deutschland has held the rec- 
ord for a number of years. Steamship men 
also claim that the achievement of the Lus!- 
tania proves. the superiority of turbine en- 
gines over the reciprocating type. Reports 
from the ship state that the trip has been a 
pleasant one and the ship has shown little 


vibration. | 
The average of the Lusitania’s first trip, 


which ended at Sandy Hook on Sept. 13, wae 
23.01 knots an hour, or five days fifty-four 
minutes for the trip. The Lusitania’s first 
trip gave it the record for the Queenstown 
course, formerly held by the Lucania of the 
game line, which made the voyage in 1804 
in five days seven hours twenty-three min- 


utes.

The prayers for divine intervention were 
sought in response to a ,written request 
pressed into Dr. Torrey’s hand at the be- 
ginning of the night meeting. 

The note, which was read before the pray- 
ere were asked for, follows: 

“Dr. R. A. Torrey—Dear Sir: Please pray 
for a sister. She is at the point of losing her 
mind, as she thinks she cannot be saved, 
Please ask your praying brothers to pray 
for her. Her mother will die of a broken 
heart if she doesn't get saved. A Sister.”

Owosso, Mich., Oct. 10.—[Special.]—The 
presidential candidacy of Speaker Joseph 
Cannon was indorsed after a struggle, and 
two delegates to the national republican 
convention were named by a convention of the 
Dighth congressiona! district, held here to- 
day. This, the first convention to select na- 
tional delegates, was a lively affair. It re- 
vealed the bitter opposition of the Michigan 
beet sugar interests to the candidacy of 
Secretary. Taft. 

Congreseman J.W. Fordney was the cham- 
pion of Speaker Cannon and it needed all 


the eloquence he could crowd into three 


separate speeches to bring the convention 
round to his way of thinking. The con- 
servative element at the convention vigor- 
ously opposed indorsing any particular 
candidate before the call for the national 
convention had been issued. 

The first resolution put before the con- 
vention indorsed the administration of 
President Roosevelt and urged the nomina- 
tion of a candidate who would carry out his 
policies. 


Chairman Savage of the Saginaw delega- 
tion then sprung the Fordney resolution in- 
dorsing Cannon. The resolution said: 

In view of the reiterated refusals of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to permit the use of his name 
in connection with the next presidential 
nomination for that high office, we earnestly 
recommend to the delegates elected by this 
convention the Hon. Joseph G. Cannon of 
Illinois, who has so ably supported the pol- 
icies of President Roosevelt.” 

After a long and vigorous argument a roll 
call finally was necessary to have this reso- 
lution carried.

One of the 
circulators said 800 petitions had been dis- 
tributed and that signatures are being 
actively solicited. One of the petitions that 
was exhibited in proof of the report bore 
the names of ten signers. 

There has been more or less rumor of late 
that Mr. Foss is as willing as Barkis ever 
was. His name has been frequently men- 
tioned by his friends as a senatorial possi- 
bility, and the congressman, so far as is 
known, has taken no steps to quell the in- 
cipient enthusiasm before it is too late. It 
is taken for granted, therefore, that he is 
aware of the circulation of the petitions and 
approves of the efforts being made in his 
behalf. 

Chicago Well Represented. 

With the entry of Foss Chicago will be well 
represented in the senatorial race. Senator 
Hopkins lives in Aurora, but makes his living 
practicing law and politics principally in Chi- 
cago. William E. Mason, who also is a can- 
didate for Mr. Hopkins’ position, is a resident 
of Chicago.

PRIMARY LEGISLATION. 

The primary law of 1898, which has 
been revived by the decision of the Zu- 
preme court setting aside the law of 1906, 
contains provisions which the court, in 
passing upon later acts, has held to be 
uncopstitutional. If anybody were to at- 
tack the law of 1808 it would probably 
share the fate of its predecessors. Then 
there would be a reversion to the old style 
free and easy primaries, acceptable to 
many of the bosses, but hateful to the 
people. 

This is another reason why the genera! 
assembly should take up in earnest the 
ungrateful task of framing a new pri- 
mary law. The Supreme court gives the 
legislature much discretion in some dl- 
rections. It can do away entirely with 
delegates and conventions, providing for 
the direct nomination of all candidates at 
the primaries. It can retain the delegates 
and give voters an opportunity to express 
their preference for candidates. It can 
limit the activity of the voters to the 
selection of delegates. 

The Supreme court has said plainly 
that whatever may be the system adopted 
the county. committees cannot be permit- 
ted to take part in its administration. 
They cannot even be allowed to lay out 
and gerrymander—delegate districts. No 
8 of any kind can be delegated by 
the legislature to such private organiza- 
tions as county committees. The ancient, 
but not always honorable, trade of com- 
mitteeman has been dealt a blow. Places 
on committees may not be so desirable 
henceforth.

Even in the second and third decades of 
the last century, when constitutionalism 
was far less powerful than today and when 
parliaments had much less voice in the ad- 
ministration of the government, monarchs 
complained of being prevented by their min- 
isters from the exercise of clemency, and it 
is known that King Louis XVIII. would 
have commuted the capital sentences of sev- 
eral of Napoleon’s generals after the battle 
of Waterloo had it not been for the bitter 
opposition of his ministers.

But President Fullieres, 15 he commut- 
ed the death sentence of the ignoble Soleil- 
land, who hed killed a Mttle girl under the 
most atrocious circumstances, acted of his 
own free will and was not obliged to consult 
any of his ministers. He commuted the sen- 
tence not because the murderer merited any 
clemency but solely and entirely because he, 
the preeident, before being elected to his 
present office and while still a senator, had 
professed himedif in favor of the abolition 
of the death penalty during the course of an 
academic discussion about the matter. He 
took the ground that he would be charged 
with inconsistenoy if he did not, as president, 
live up to the opinion which he had expressed 
in a more or less private capacity, and sooner 
than e himself to an accusation of this 
kind he took upon himself to commute and 
rob of its severity a sentence pronounced 
upon Soleillaqa by the tribunals after care~- 
ful trial, convicted by a jury, and confirma- 
tion of the decree the highest courts of 
the land. Such a thing would be possible 
here in America, bub not in most of the 
monarchical countries of Europe, not even 
in Germany, issn or Great Britain. 


In England the ee hag theoretically 
three kinds of pardons at his disposal, none 
of which, however, can be exercised without 
the codperation and sanction of one of hie 
secretaries of state, usually the secretary of 
state for the home department. There is the 
pardon of right, the pardon of grace, and the 
pardon by act of parliament. The pardon of 
right is restricted exclusively to those who 
are held to have committed justifiable homi- 
cide. The pardon of grace is used for those 
who have been convicted rightfully or wrong- 
fully. Both these pardons are over the sign 
manual of the sovereign, to whom these doc- 
uments are now submitted for approval, 
though they never went further than the 
secretary of state for the home department 
during the reign of Queen Victoria. 

The pardon by act of parllament is the 
most complete and full pardon that can be 
granted to a wrongfully convicted prisoner. 
It originates with the sovereign and is then 
read in both houses. But there is no first, 
second, or third reading, as in the case of 
ordinary measures brought before the na- 
tional legisiature. Once, and once only, is 
it read in each house, the members being un- 
covered the while. Then it receives the royal 
assent forthwith and becomes a pardon by 
act of parliament. 

The last pardon by act of legislature that 
I can recall ie that granted to Admiral the 
Earl of Dundonald, who, while still Lord 

e, Was wrongfully convicted of con- 
spiracy in connection with stock exchange 
frauds. This was the Lord Cochrane who 
played so prominent a role as naval com- 
mander in the liberation of Chile and Peru 
from Spanish rule, assisted them to procure 
their independence, and who afterwards 
commanded the navy of Greece in her strug- 
gle for freedom from Turkey. He was the 
grandfather of the present earl of Dundon- 
ald, who formerly commanded the militia 
forces of

Lady Louisa Egerton, whose death has 
just taken place in England, was the onby 
sister of the duke of Devonshire; but, Al- 
though fond of her hrother, she saw but 
little of him after his marriage, sharing the 
Gislike of her father, the late duke, for the 
present duchess. Like her husband, the late 
Admiral the Hon. Francis Egerton, second 
son of the earl of Ellesmere, she followed 
her old friend William E. Gladstone into the 
home rule camp when he adopted the Irish 
nationalist cause as his own, this in spite 
of the murder in Phoenix park of her other 
brother, Lord Frederick Cavendish. But, 
imbued with a strong sense of family pride 
and unwilling thet there should be any pub- 
lic manifestation of political differences in 
the bosom of the historic house of Caven- 
dish, she not only refrained from airing her 
opinions on the subject of home rule but even 
went so far as to induce her husband, the 
admiral, to resign his seat in parliament 
rather than to range himself in the house of 
commons among the political foes of her 
brother, who, it may be remembered, broke 
away from Mr. Gladstone on this Irish ques- 
tion and remains today a declared adversary 
of Irish nationalism. 

Unlike the present duchess of Devonshire, 
Lady Louisa cared absolutely nothing for 
society in the worldly sense of the word. 
She was a religious, high bred, extremely 
charitable woman, quiet, simple, and un- 
affected, and with etrong domestic interests.

That Machinery Is Monarch Even in 
Pasture Is Proved by Ethibit at the 
Stockyards Exposition. 


„The maiden all forlorn who milks the cow 
with the crumpled horn” had a rival for 
popular homage last nigut at the opening of 
the National Dairy show in the Amphithea- 
ter building at the stockyards. Instead of 
the “pretty girl milking her eow’’—or the 
muscular farmer boy who is the American 
milker—the 15,000 people at the opening cere- 
mony saw a machine doing the cow milking. 

It was the first time a milking machine had 
been seen in operation at a public exhibition 
of such magnitude.

Prot. Edward Webster, chief of the dairy 
bureau, United States of agricul- 
ture, opened the show with a brief address. 
Then the parading of the several groups or 
classes of dairy cattle was started in the 
big arena of the amphitheater. The man- 
agers led off with a grand march of prac- 
tically all the 600 cattle comprising the herds 
on. exhibition. The parading was done in 
every inetance to the accompaniment of the 
soft music from Sefior Nabor Zasquez’s 
Mexican National Military band, fresh from 
the J town exposition. 

One of the prettiest exhibits of the show is 
the herd of Dutch “ belted’ calves. With 
cincture markings of spotless white on bodies 
otherwise sbony black, they were the most 
spectacular as well as the most popular 
exhibits en in the ring, and when they 
kicked up their heels in frolic they were 
given rounds of enthusiastic applause.
